DETAILED ACTION 

1. This action is responsive to the amendment filed September 1, 2009. In the instant 
amendment, claims 1,11, and 20 have been amended. 

2. Claims 1-3, 6-13, 15-22, and 24-29 have been examined, and all remained pending 
claims are allowed (renumbered 1-25). 

Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

3. As Applicants pointed out in the Remarks, the prior art of record (Peng, Abrams, and 
Sugiarto) do not disclose and/or fairly suggest at least claimed limitations recited in such 
manners in independent claim 1 "...detecting a switch of the recipient computing device 
from a low-speed network connection to a high-speed network connection; initiating, 
responsive to detecting the switch, a transfer of the software component from the donor 
computing device to the recipient computing device via the network during a time period 
when the monitored resource usage indicates that sufficient network bandwidth is 
available to not adversely impact usage of the network by the software applications" and 
similarly recited in such manners in other independent claims 11 and 20 (Remarks, pp. 
8-11). 

These claimed limitations are not present in the prior art of record and would not 
have been obvious, thus all pending claims are allowed.
